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Federal Actions Looming

T rim m ing On 
Both Sides 


Action is under w ay in W’ashington on 
two fronts th a t will be of g reat im portance 
to the country' in the im m ediate future. 
Com ing first will be the adm inistration’s 
tax 
program 
which 
received, 
in 
the 
a re a of tax cuts, a ringing endorsem ent 
this week from a special advisory group 
of leaders from business, labor, education, 
public life and econom ics. The consensus 
of the group w as for a sizeable tax cut by 
C ongress in Ja nua ry — a cut that could 
pum p as m uch as $io billion m ore into the 
nation’s econom y. 
The group agreed, also, th a t m ost of the 
cutting should be in the area of individual 
incom e 
taxes 
ra th e r 
than corporate rates. 
Some cut m the cor­ 
porate ra te appeared 
certain but 
it 
m a y 
range from one-fourth to a little less than 
one-half of the total cut. It would seem 
advisable th at the Congress follow these 
guidelines when it convenes after the first 
of the year. It will be pressured to m ake 
th e cut strictly on one side or the other 
but such pressure should be resisted. The 
fact is th a t we have not yet refined our 
econom ic thinking to the point w here wc 
can tak e very drastic action in our m eans 
of cutting. 
M any will m aintain that 
the 
trouble 
with the econom y is the lack of investm ent 
capital occasioned by high corporate taxes. 
O thers will m aintain that the econom y re­ 
m ains sluggish because the average wage 
e a rne r puls too much of his incom e Into 
federal taxes. Put the tax m oney in the 
w age e a rne rs’ pockets, it is argued, and 
those people will have the funds with which 
to buy the products of industry. 
But neither of these two argum ents is 
w ithout e rror and a C ongress th a t accepted 
e ith er of them in total would be taking a 
very serious risk. By cutting taxes in both 
places, at the corporate and individual lev­ 
els, we m aintain the basic structure we 
have today and gain tim e for experience 
in the light of new developm ents through­ 
out the world. 
★ 
One of the problem s the adm inistration 
will face, of course, will be the balancing 
of its budget in the face of this large a tax 
cut. F or the fiscal ye a r ending next sum ­ 
m er, th ere is already predicted a deficit of 
$7.8 billion and it will undoubtedly be high­ 
e r than this by the tim e the year ends. 
Obviously, this m eans the balancing of the 
budget will be an even m ore form idable 
ta sk after any tax cut is m ade. The adm in­ 
istration m ight rely on the cut to g enerate 
m ore taxes in the future but such grow th 
will not be experienced in the beginning. 
If the tax cut stim ulates the econom y, this 
in turn will eventually produce m ore taxes. 
The ultim ate result of a tax cut is expected 
to be a sort of broadening and expanding 
of the tax base while low ering the ra te and 


thereby com ing out even or jxissibly som e 
to the good. 
But Increased incom e as a result of an 
expanded econom y cannot com e until a ft­ 
e r the cut has been m ade and its effects 
built into the econom y. This can take all 
the way from a year to th ree, four or five 
years. The » other hope of the adm inistra­ 
tion m ight be in tightening of the tax law s 
and picking up a lot of revenue now owed 
but never paid. This is the plan now in ef­ 
fect in reg ard to expense accounts and it 
could be expanded. .Along with changes in 
expense account deductions, the govern­ 
m ent is likely to pick up new revenue in 
taxes on dividends and interest as a re ­ 
sult of new legislation from the last ses­ 
sion of Congress. 


This new legislation calls for reports 
by all groups or individuals to the govern­ 
m ent of any dividend or interest paym ents 
m ade by them to another party. Thus, if 
the recipient of such dividend and interest 
paym ents fails to report the funds as in­ 
com e for tax purposes, the violation can 
be quickly discovered b>' the governm ent. 
G overnm ent officials believe there are 
a m ultitude of other loopholes in the tax 
law s th at could be changed to bring in add­ 
ed revenue. The risk of going for the elim ­ 
ination of such loopholes lies in the possi­ 
bility of losing in the process the chance 
of m aking a general tax cut. If the tax 
cut and closing the loopholes are put to­ 
gether, opponents of the la tte r m ay well be 
able to scuttle the whole business. 
The total question 
of 
balancing 
the 
budget, how ever, is no autom atic b ar to a 
tax cut. .A tax cut is 
widely supported and 
could bring about a 
substantial 
im prove­ 
m ent in the econom y. 
If a cut is approved, it is sim ply up to 
the C ongress and the adm inistration to tak e 
such action into proper consideration in 
fixing the new ye a r’s budget. The other 
activity in W ashington is 
on 
the 
trade 
front w here we find form er S ecretary of 
S tate C hristian A. H erter now appointed 
by the P resident as chief tariff negotia­ 
tor under this nation’s new trade program . 
We also find S ecretary of .Agriculture O r­ 
ville F reem an and other top officials in 
E urope for discussions with Common M ar­ 
ket nations on ag ricultural trade m atters. 
T hese tax and trade m atters a re te s­ 
tim ony to the fact th at the adm inistration 
intends to provide vigorous leadership in 
the m onths ahead in the m atter of the na ­ 
tion’s econom y. Both things point tow ard 
a period of grow ing prosperity, even though 
the econom ic apple c a rt can still be upset 
by an alm ost unlim ited num ber of things. 
It is probable that the P resident is aim ­ 
ing for an econom ic state of affairs that 
will peak in the presidential election vear of 
1964. 


Support For 
Tax Cut 


A Dream For Youth 


E very now and then an idea com es 
along th a t sparks the im agination of m en 
and causes them to dream of fantastic pos­ 
sibilities. Just such an idea has been sug­ 
gested by N ebraska Institutions D irector 
G eorge M orris. He has spoken of a plan, 
favorably view ed by the governor, for de­ 
velopm ent of 5,500 acres at the old H as­ 
tings N aval .Ammunition Depot as a N e­ 
b ra sk a T reatm ent and T raining C enter for 
Youth. 
The program has been given no specif­ 
ics to date but it would appear to offer 
unlim ited possibilities. There a re m any pro­ 
g ram s in the state today for young people 
w ith one problem or another but few of 
them , if any, are up to all the riandards 
th a t m ight be desired. They generally lack 
physical facilities, are widely scattered and 
overtaxed w ith dem ands. 
T here a re som e areas, too, w here there 
sim ply are no facilities. T here a re children 


who perhaps have dropped out of school 
for any num ber of reasons .who are left w ith 
now here to turn. T here are young people 
in difficulty with the law who need som e­ 
thing betw een the choice of freedom and 
incarceration we now have for them . And 
th ere a re those with m ental, em otional and 
social problem s of a nature that fit none 
of the existing program s we have. 
Such a center as .Morris has suggested 
m ight tie together and expand a g reat m any 
prog ram s for youth into an operation of 
untold value to hum anity. Possibly the in­ 
terest of the D epartm ent of H ealth, E duca­ 
tion and W elfare in W ashington could be 
aroused for assistance in such an under­ 
taking, as well as states throughout this 
region. The suggestion constitutes a dream 
th a t certainly should be pursued with en­ 
thusiasm by all N ebraskans. The land and 
buildings at H astings present an opportuni­ 
ty th a t states are seldom offered. 


Butter Marketing Plan 


B utter m arketing concerns are press­ 
ing the D epartm ent of .Agriculture for a di­ 
re c t subsidy to m ilk producers sufficient to 
pass on a low ered b utter price to consum ­ 
ers. 
They feel th at if the price of butter 
w ent down about 10 cents a pound it would 
be in a b etter com petitive position against 
m arg arine, which is considerably cheaper. 
A producer-subsidy plus the prospect of 
increased butter sales would gain relief for 
the h ard pressed producer. They point out 
th a t the dairy fa rm e r is barely m aking 4 
per cent on his investm ent and a return 
for his work of som ething betw een 35 and 
8 0 cents an hour. 
The m ark eters are borrow ing the C a­ 
nadian idea. R ecently C anada acted to sup­ 
port its butter industry by a sim ilar sub­ 
sidy which will low er the consum er price 
for butter by 12 cents a pound. The pro- 


gram has not yet lived long enough to w ar­ 
ra nt definitive conclusions in reg ard to its 
practicability. 
The problem of b utter is m ore com pli­ 
cated than th a t of som e other farm pro­ 
ducts. Such products as w heat and corn 
are harassed by overproduction. 
B utter, 
in contrast, is fighting a retreating fight 
ag ainst m arg arine, which m any find to be a 
satisfactory substitute at a third to half 
the price. B utter is also being hurt by a 
correct or incorrect belief th at its richness 
disqualifies it has a health or diet item . 
U nder these circum stances the D epart­ 
m ent of A griculture should tak e a long look 
before plunging into a subsidy program 
lest it becom es financially involved in a 
schem e th at will prolong the problem ra th e r 
than solve it. .Most subsidies sta rt as tem ­ 
porary m easures, but '’U ind up so clo.sely 
woven into the recipient’s operation th at 
they cannot be practicab ly term inated.

Quiet Neighborhoods Preferred By Many Retirees

Q. I’m 6 6 , retired, and 
hav e a su nny , corner ap art­ 
ment. Bu t there’s a pack 
of teenagers in the neigh­ 
borhood who lov e to play 
ball and congregate on the 
street below my terrace. 
The shou ts, q u arreling, and 
screams are driv ing me ou t 
of my mind. The police ju st 
shru g their shou lders and 
say the k ids hav e to play 
someplace. Hav en’t older 
people any rights?” 
Su re they hav e, bu t 
they shou ldn’t ex p ect k ids 
to stroll arou nd q u ietly lik e 
Little Lord Fau ntleroy s. If 
y ou liv e in an area with 
lots 
of 
children 
there’s 
bou nd to be noise. Many 
older people lick the prob­ 
lem by k eeping doors and 
windows tightly closed and 
ru nning an air-conditioner 
day and night. This tech- 


niq u e is fairly effectiv e in 
screening ou t street noises. 
Others admit defeat and 
mov e to neighborhoods with 
fewer children. 
Q. “ I’m retiring nex t y ear 
from ru nning an insu rance 
office, and my wife and I 
want to tak e a trip arou nd 
the world. How mu ch will it 
cost u s?” 
A. You can do it by air 
for as little as $1,286 each, 
plu s costs for liv ing ex ­ 
penses on stopov ers. Bu t 
y ou can do it for ev en less 
on certain streamers and 
freighters which offer leis- 
u iely 4-month trip s arou nd 
the world for less than 
$1,000 each—inclu ding meals 
and u se of the ship as a ho­ 
tel in p orts of call. 
Q. “I’v e ju st wasted a 
w'eek of my life serv ing on 
ju ry du ty . Why can’t they 
u se retired people ex clu siv e­ 


ly for this work ? It seems 
to me elders cou ld do a 
mu ch better job than y ou ng­ 
er people, since they hav e 
all the time in the world 
and wou ldn’t be worry ing 
abou t losing p ay from their 
regu lar jobs.” 
A. I ask ed a ju dge abou t 
this and he tells me that 
a ju ry by its v ery natu re 
shou ld rep resent a cross- 
section of the popu lation, 
rather than a special grou p. 
He also pointed ou t t h a t 
lawy ers might reasonably 
object to an elder ju ry as 
older people are tradition­ 
ally more conserv ativ e in 
their ju dgments — a q u al­ 
ity which might not al­ 
way s be deemed fav orable 
to defendants or plaintiffs. 
Q. “Now that my father 
is retired he play s tennis 
ev ery day . Ev ery thing I’v e 
read in medical book s su g- 


gests that a strenu ou s game 
su ch as tennis can be fatal 
for old people. Isn’t this 
tru e?” 
A. Not if y ou ’re accu s­ 
tomed to strenu ou s ex ercise. 
Dr. Pau l Du dley White and 
many other heart special­ 
ists are discov ering that ex ­ 
ercise can be tremendou sly 
imp ortant 
in 
promoting 
health and longev ity . Many 
healthy elders — inclu ding 
commentator H. V. Kalten­ 
born — still play tennis 
regu larly and find it ex cel­ 
lent ex ercise becau se they 
k now their limits and are 
accu stomed to the stresses 
inv olv ed. 
Q. “What is considered to 
be the first sign of senili­ 
ty ?” 
A. When a person starts 
to reminisce a great deal, 
according to sev eral psy ­ 
chologists who hav e writ- 


ten on the su bject. We can 
help detou r this tendency 
by maintaining su ch an ac­ 
tiv e interest in the p resent 
fu tu re that we refu se to 
spend more than an occa­ 
sional 
reflectiv e 
moment 
contemplating the past.

Riot Is Blamed On U.S. Government 


Oxford, Miss, (U PI) ~ An 
all-white local grand jury re­ 
turned a report Friday blam­ 
ing U.S. Chief Marshal James

The jury indicted two per­ 
sons — twth believed to be 
out-of-staters — in connection 
with the violence in which 
two persons died and scores 
were injured in the rioting. 
In keeping with grand jury 
procedure the n a m e s of 
those indicted were not re­ 
leased, but Circuit Judge W. 
M. O’Barr advised reporters. 
O’Barr sidestepped a re­ 
porter’s question whether Mc- 
Shane was one of those in­ 
dicted.

The current Husker football 
squad will be looking for its 
first win ov er Oklahoma State 
today after losing two p rev i­ 
ous engagements to the Cow­ 
boy school.

Said Marisa Kurkowska, 
the girls cap tain:

Big government, stockpiling 
and n a t i o n a l “ giveaway” 
schemes Friday came under 
the critical eye of Col. Wil­ 
lard F. Rockwell. 
In his banquet address to

State Chamber of Commerce 
and Associated Industries of 
Nebraska, the former a ssist­ 
ant secretary of defense at­ 
tacked “ political and judicial 
handicaps placed on our once- 
free 
competitive 
enterprise 
system 
over 
the past

yea rs.” 
The Pittsburgh manufactur­ 
er said, "Federal taxes and 
federal labor laws governing 
business have given corpora­ 
tion employes so many vested 
rights that government 
and 
union employes now have ov­ 
erriding rights guaranteeing 
them far more cash return 
and safer, greater equity in 
any business enterprise than 
any investor has in it.” 
Industrialists 
He told the audience of Ne­ 
braska industrialists and in­ 
vestors 
that 
manufacturing 
corporations in this country 
pay the highest ta xes and re­ 
ceive the lowest depreciation 
allowances of any industrial­ 
ized nation in the world. 
With an eye toward corrup­ 
tion, Col. Rockwell criticized 
the Commodity Credit Corpor­ 
ation 
as 
an 
organization 
“ grown so gigantic that its 
operations 
defy 
centralized 
and effective control.” 
He claimed that CCC com­ 
mitteemen pay more to their 
friends for not growing grain 
than 
they pay 
to farmers 
they don’t know. 
Col. Rockwell also blasted 
the “ unconscionable federal 
stockpile accumulation since 
the war.” 
This practice has ruined do­ 
mestic corporations w h i c h 
made contracts without re­ 
alizing t h a t the government 
would com er the market for 
their necessities, he said. 
‘Golden Grabbag’ 
“ The stockpile has been a 
grabbag of gold for consci­ 
enceless congressmen to gain 
votes by juggling limits on 
(stockpile) item s.”

Ninety-Ton Ship 
Makes 60 Knots 
On Its Water Skis 


Osyter Bay, N.Y. (UPD - 
A 9 0-ton ship churned through 
the waters 
of Long 
Island 
sound Friday, rose up out of 
its own wake and skimmed 
along on skis faster than any 
ocean-going vessel before. 
The ship skimmed along at 
more than 6 0 knots, about 72 
miles an hour, with its keel 
approximately 5 feet above the 
level water line. 
Three times the ship cov­ 
ered the 5-mile measured dis­ 
tance course. It was a test 
to prove it could do what its 
manufacturer said it would 
do. 
The ship is the Maritime 
Administration’s HS (hydro­ 
foil ship) Denison. It is built 
by Grumman Aircraft Engi­ 
neering Corp., in conjunction 
with the Maritime Administra­ 
tion.

Washingto n (iP) 
If Fidel 
Castro carries o ut his threat 
to attack U.S. reco nnaissance 
planes o v er Cuba, their de* 
fense co uld include bo mbing 
o f antiaircraft missile bases. 
The majo r menace to the 
unarmed pho to planes o v er 
Cuba is believ ed to be fro m 
So v iet-made and apparently 
So v iet-manned missile batter- 
ies. 
The big questio n to which 
no o ne here pretends to hav e 
an answer is whether these 
So v iet crews wo uld heed Cu­ 
ban o rders to fire o n I .S. 
planes. 
That the United Slates 
is 
determined to go ahead with 
reco nnaissance flights 
o v er 
Cuba, at bo th lo w and high 
altitudes, was made plain by 
a State Department spo kes­ 
man Friday . 
\Mien the Defense Depart­ 
ment was asked abo ut steps 
fo r pro tecting the reco nnais­ 


sance planes, attentio n 
was 
called to two prev io us state­ 
ments by Defense o fficials. 
On Oct. 2 7 , Secretary o f 
Defense Ro bert S. McNamara, 
referring 
to 
th e 
sho o ting 
do wn o f the U2 plane pilo ted 
by 
Maj. 
Rudo lf Anderso n, 
said the po ssibility o f further 
attacks “ requires that w’e be 
prepared 
fo r 
any ev entual­ 
ity .“ 
.\ssistant Secretary Arthur 
Sy lv ester, o fficial spo kesman 
fo r the Pcntagao n, said, “ Ap­ 
pro priate measures will be 
taken to 
insure that 
such 
missio ns are effectiv e an d 
pro tected.” 
The 
first 
questio n 
w as 
w hether 
j e t 
intercepto rs 
wo uld be sent to esco rt and 
pro tect the unarmed pho to 
reco nnaissance planes. 
The 
Defense 
Department 
declined to discuss metho ds 
to be used in these “ appro pri­ 
ate measures.” 


Ho wev er, the ty pe o f de­ 
fenses o f the Cuban bases and 
the technique used by t h e 
United States in aerial reco n­ 
naissance hav e made it ap­ 
parent that fighter pro tectio n 
wo uld do no thing to so lv e the 
pro blem, unless and until the 
Russian MIG fighters kno wm 
to be in Cuba are sent up. 
Here again the unanswer­ 
able questio n o f the Russians’ 
ro le arises. Abo ut 10 0 MIG 
jets are believ ed to be in Cu­ 
ba. Ho w many Cuban pilo ts 
hav e been trained fo r them is 
no t kno wn. 
Ho wev er, in co ntrast to the 
missiles which hav e been o n 
the island a relativ ely f e w 
weeks, there hav e been so me 
MlGs av ailable fo r training

The U2 appears to h av e 
ibeen do wned by fire fro m a 


j high-a 1 1 1 1 u d e, Russian-de­ 
signed missile, similar to that 


used against the U2 
sho t 
do wn o v er Russia two y ears 
ago.^ 
A Defense spo kesman, 
at 
the o utset o f the Cuban cri­ 
sis, to ld newsmen there was 
ev ery reaso n to believ e that 
the surface-to -air missiles in 
Cuba “ are being manned and 
o perated 
by 
Russians, 
be­ 
cause they are highly techni­ 
cal” and because there had 
no t been time to train Cubans 
in use o f the missiles. 
The Russian A2 -ty pe mis­ 
siles, while attaining at least 
two successes against h i g h- 
fly ing aircraft, are o f little 
use against lo w-fly ing, super­ 
so nic planes. 
Different ty pe anti-aircraft 
missiles are needed fo r this. 
Whether the weapo ns mo unted 
o n patro l bo ats used by the 
Cubans wo uld be adequate fo r 
lo w-lev el d e f e n s e against 
swift, superso nic aircraft is 
uncertain. The U.S. A r m y 


do es hav e missiles specialized 
fo r this ty pe o f defense. 
The U.S. Air Fo rce uses 
the RFlOl Jet fo r lo w-lev el 
reco nnaissance. T h i s plane 
mo unts 6 cameras in its no se. 
It has a speed o f abo ut 1,2 0 0 
miles an ho ur and can o per­ 
ate either at altitudes up to 
abo ut 50 ,0 0 0 feet o r “ do wn 
o n the deck” in flashing lo w- 
lev el flights c l o s e to the 
gro und. 
T h e Defense Department 
has no t identified planes be­ 
ing used in the lo w-altitude 
reco nnaissance 
pho to graphs 
which rev eal the details in al­ 
mo st clo se-up pho to graphy . 
In either case—attack o n 
high-lev el o r lo w-lev el reco n­ 
naissance aircraft ■— the re­ 
quirement w’o uld seem to be 
that o f destro y ing the launch­ 
ing sites fo r anti-aircraft mis­ 
siles. This is no t a jo b fo r in­ 
tercepto r planes. 
The answer wo uld seem to 


be destructio n o f the launch­ 
ing bases by bo mb o r ro cket. 
If the United States is co m­ 
pelled to take the step, it 
wo uld hav e the cho ice o f us­ 
ing either co nv entio nal o r nu­ 
clear weaiwns fo r destructio n

Multiple, pinfwint at t ac k 
w i t h co nv entio nal “ i r o n” 
bo mbs o r ro ckets co uld elimi­ 
nate a base.

Hammarskjö ld stamps w as 
no t sto pped, ho wev er, until an 
eager public had go bbled up 
3 7 5,0 0 0 o f them in less than 
4 ho urs. 
The co urt o rder to halt the 
sale was issued by Judge 
Gerland McLaughlin o f the 
3 rd U.S. circuit co urt o f ap­ 
peals at Newark, N.J., and 
rushed to Washingto n Friday 
afterno o n. It was o btained by 
Leo nard Sherman o f Irv ing­ 
to n, N.J., an amateur stamp 
co llecto r who had v isio ns o f 
a half-millio n do llar windfall 


fro m the o riginal “ mistakes’* 
that he ho lds. 
Po stmaster General J. Ed­ 
ward Day had o rdered o ne 
millio n mo re misprints after 
disco v ering that 40 0 stamps 
had 
been distributed inad­ 
v ertently with a y ello w co lo r 
po rtio n printed upside do wn. 


Day said the go v ernment 
wanted to “ prev ent inflated 
v alue o f the few accidental 
inv erso ns fro m depriv ing the 
av erage co llecto r o f the o p­ 
po rtunity to purchase the un­ 
usual stamp.” 
Sherman and many o ther 
stamp co llecto rs raised 
an 
upro ar. Sherman went furth­ 
er than o ther kno wn ho lders 
o f so me o f the o riginal “ mis^ 
takes.” He failed Thursday 
to get a sale-halting injunc­ 
tio n fro m a federal district 
judge in Newark, but <• ap­ 
pealed to the 3 rd circuit.
